The recent outbreak of hostili- 
ties near the Ethiopian border of 
Eritrea drawa attention to that 
Italian country on the west coast 
of the Red Sea. 

What is now Eritrea began in 
1870, says an article by Harald 
Lechenperg, in the September, 
1935, National Georgraphic Maga- 
zine, when the Italian Rubattino 
Steamship company needed a coal- 
ing station fn the Red Sea and" 
bought the Bay of Assab and its 
miserable oasis from a petty local 
muler, the Sultan of Raheita. 

By 1879 a small Italian military 
force had landed in Assab and 
hoisted the Italian flag In this cor- 
ner of the world. Today, that red, 
white and green banner flies over 
a strip of Red Sea coast which 13 
670 miles long, Inland from Assao 
across the desert, rise the coul 
highlands of Ethiopia (Abyssinia). 

‘Torrid, barren and fever-stricken 
is the coast that stretches north- 
west from Assab, but as you ap- 
proach the port of Massaua the 
topography begins to change. Be- 
hind Massaua the green highlands 
rise in steep embarkments, form- 
ing a sort of gateway to the in- 
terior of Africa.
